Burke said that royalty could never. be in danger in England 
so long as the person of the Sovereign was not unpopular. In 
estimating the value of Royalty in this country, we alluded to this 


sentiment —a sentiment unquestionably true. 


It being true, we 


can venture to affirm that Royalty is in little danger in this coun- 
try, at the present time, whilst we dwell under the mild rule of a 
Sovereign that has managed to conciliate all opinions, and to raise 
the throne of Her Empire in all hearts. 

"Tis the greatest mistake in the world to fancy that, because the 
doctrine of ministerial responsibility has become firmly rooted, in 
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practice and theory, in our con- 
stitutional polity, that therefore 
the Crown is in England nothing 
more than a name. So long as 
loyalty remains a firm and 
abiding principle in the English 
character —so long as we do 
not forfeit our title to be es- 
teemed essentially the people in 
all Europe the most faithful to 
their Rulers, little chance is 
there that Royalty will in prac- 
tice become so degraded. 

Not only is its political in- 
fluence large —aud never may 
that diminish! —but it exercises 
an influence, if possible, “still 
more important, in regulating 
the usages of social life, and de- 
termining the rules of social in- 
tercourse. Widely ramifying, 
this influence pervades all classes 
of society, and attempers our 
native roughness of. character 
by its spirit of lofty courtesy — 
by all its humanising graces. , 

The veriest of political 
grumblers will have his most 
grumbling accents stilled, when 
he discovers in the Chief of the 
State a model of all private 
virtues —a pattern to all pri- 
vate life. -There can be no 
censure breathed by stupid ca- 
lumny, when results so desir- 
able are so easily purchased. 
Who but must regard with the 
liveliest feelings, of veneration 
and regard the sources of such 
infinite benefit to the whole 
people? Who but must desire 
health and length of days to 
Her that has ministered such 
advantages. ta those Pro- 
vidence in its goodness has 
placed under Her sceptre ?

The 
Lord Chancellor (Lord Lyndburst) and the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer (Mr. Goulburn) 
were in state costume 3f silk robes trimmed with 
gold lace, and both wigged, but there was no 
disguise aboutthem. Lord Aberdeen and the 
ips of the Ministers were dressed in plain cos- 

ume. 

The ex-Ministers excited considerable interest, especially Lord Palmerston 
and Lord John Russell, who were most tastefully and nattily arrayed as a pair of 
exquisites ; and it was fully admitted that they were the most perfect pinks of po- 
liteness in everything becoming the characters assumed, which they sustained 
with graceful ease; their courtly manners were perfectly debonnaire. 

All through the night great excitement prevailed in 

expectation of the arrival of Lord Brougham as the 
Punch of the day, but his lordship did not make his 
appearance at all, to the great disappointment of the 
guests, who were naturally desirous of enjoying his ad- 
mirable companionable qualities ; for perhaps there is 
not one in existence who can render himself more agree.

For richness of apparel the Marchioness of Londonderry may take the lead ; 
her ladyship was attired in tbe full state costume of the Empress Maria Theresa, 
and the value of the jewels on her person was estimated at 500,0007. Next comes 
the Marchioness of Westminster, whose jewels were valued at 300,0002. The 
Ladies Rothschild were literally encased in pearls; the gown, petticoats, &c., 
being ‘covered with large Roman pearls of great richness. Lady Alice Peel as 
Miss Jenny Cameron, of Lochiel, was much and deservedly admired for the 
truth and beauty of her costume. 

The Earl of Jersey, as Master of the Horse, with his Countess, made a really 
handsome display. The Hon. Mr. Curzon wore the dress of a Persian prince;

After the appointed dances of the night were concluded, a few joyous parties 
indulged in the sprigh ly pirouette and galop of Louis XV. 

Towards the close, the park presented a brilliant appearance ; there could not 
have been less than 1600 carriages in waiting, and their dazzling lamps threw a 
bright lustre upon the numerous groups assembled to witness the departure. A 
great number of gentlemen retired from the palace on foot, and attracted much 
notice as they passed along, bowing to the crowds. St. James's Street witnessed 
many of them walking about, and smoking their cigars, in high good humour 
with themselves and every body else. 

We are happy to have received great approbation from high quarters for the 
fidelity of our representations of costume in last week's “ Pictorial Times ;” and 
we hope, in our present number, by giving a view of interiors, and pen and ink 
jottings of the different parts of the dresses worn by the ladies and the gentlemen, 
to complete an unparalleled series of historical costume. 

Our first engraving speaks for itself, as also do many of the smaller ones on the 
second page. The first thing that occurred as a general characteristic was the 
different orders of the wigs, and the mode of wearing them, according to rank. 
These are shown in the wig embellishment, The cut and set of the coat without 
collar, ané having long waists, with broad skirts spread by means of wire, asshown 
byithe Hen George Anson, and the exquisite by}Lord John Russell, sketched from 
behind, are perfectly accurate. The next, the coat and waistcoat as worn by the 
Lord Chamberlain, and the coats of Lord Burleigh and the Hon. Mr. Damer, 
are fair average specimens of richness in decoration; but there was a very plen- 
tiful mixture of costumes, worn loosely, with the flaps of the skirts turned back 
toa button, that gave a marked characteristic; as did also the loose gaiters to the 
military, as may be seen in the cut of the Ist Dragoon Guards of that period. 
The naval coat was buitoncd with one button at the top, and descended in a fall- 
back breast, revealing a most ample whole vest, trimmed with broad gold lace, 
and flowered, as shown in the dress of Admiral Otway. The S-otch costume is 
pourtrayed in that worn by Lord Gifford, The hats, sword belts, and shoes, 
were universally black, the former bound with gold lace or feathers, and orna- 
mented with a black cockade and gold button loop; the sword hilts richly 
studded with diamonds — one valued at 3000/. ; and the shoes (sce Lord Emlyn's) 
high in the instep and high front, variously jewelled, 

‘he ladies’ dresses,'besides those already noticed, were superb ; but here again 
the wigs were all predominant—stiff curls in front, the sides frizzled out, and the 
whole of the back hair drawn together, turned up, and fastened up with ajewelled 

in (the Queen hada crimson rosette, with a stud of diamonds in the centre). 
The hair behind the ea-s descended in loose love curls. We have given an cx- 
treme example of this fashion: the little hat of black or crimson velvet (sec 
sketch), the richly decorated apron (see sketch), the black steck or collar, tied in 
a bow in front, and richly jewelled. One peculiar feature as a whole was the de- 
Jightful harmony in the hues of the dresses, which were of Titian-like tints, each 
individual, though bearing a variety of colours in the same dress,preserving a cone 
cord ; and this was extremely agreeable.’ For instance, where there was a robe of 
blue there would be a petticoat of yellow, the ornaments of the latter and the 
slevves were green, as intermediate between the yellow and blue. Beauty spots 
were universally worn, and the political arrangements carefully preserved. No- 
thing need be said of pages 376, 377., except to direct attention to the attitude of 
the Lord Chamberlain presenting refreshment ; in which it will be scen that, ac- 
cording to court etiquette, his lordship is behind the Queen.

e ANI the report se the Irish Landlord and Tenant Commission, for 
the purpose of securing to the occupying tenant in that country compensation 
for avy improvements he may have effected on his holding. ‘Ihe Noble Lord 
combated the idea that the evils of Ireland could be adequately met by compul. 
sory emigration ; and contended that in proportion to the extent of waste lands 
the country was not over-peopled. Contrasting the condition ef the Iri-h with 
the English tenant, he argued for the necessity of some measure which might 
have the effect of inducing the former to expend capital on the improvement of 
the soil. With this view the Bill proposed to grant compensation to tenants for 
three classes of improvements — buildings, dratnage, and the levelling of fences. 
For the erection of buildings, he proposed that the tenant should be secured in 
a compensation which should diminish to the extent of one thirtieth annually. 
Thus, should the tenant remain thirty years in occupation after building, he 
would be considered to have received the full benefit of his outlay. For deep 
thorough «tile drainage he should bo assured compensation diminishing one 
fourteenth annually, so that after an occupation of fourteen years his claim to 
se ensation would cease. On the third head, that of fences, in Ireland a car 
might be driven on the tops of fences running between small ficlds in any direc- 
Hon but a straight one, and which, notwithstanding, afforded no security agaitist 
the intrusion of any Irish animal whatever. In order to encourage the tenant to 
| those fences and add them to the general surface of bis farm, he would be 
jere ved compensation for outlay, diminishing to the exteut of one twentieth an- 
a) os Thus if he added ten acres to a farm of fifty, he would be considered in 
nos YA rears to have bad the full benctit of his expenditure.

— Lord Portman also disapproved of the Bill, with which he was 
much disappointed, and hoped :hat no such Bill would be ever brought in for 
England. — The Earl of Devon defended the Bill. — After some observations 
from the Earl of WickLow, the Earl of Rosse, and the Marquis of West- 
MEATH, the Bill was read a first time. 

The Earl of Rabxor moved the second reading of the Bill to amend the re- 
cent enactments relating to bastardy, urging that they had revived many of the 
evils which had existed under the old law. — Lord WHARNCLIFFE opposed the 
Bill, on the ground that a sufficient check had been provided against fravdulent 
paternity. — The Bill was ultimately rejected, after which their Lordships ad- 


journed.

Lord Portman gave notice that, on Thursday next, he would lay upon the 
rable a Bill to ensure compensation to tenants in England under certain circum- 
stances. 

Maynootn,— The Duke of WELLINGTON moved that the House resolve itself 
into committee on the College of Maynooth Bill. — The Duke of Leinster said 
he had resided for many years in the neighbourhood of the College of Maynooth, 
and could bear testimony to the admirable conduct of those to whom the govern- 
ment of it was entrusted. He cordially approved of the Bill, and would support 
the motion. — The Earl of CLaxcarTY opposed the motion, and moved, as an 
amendment, that the Bill should be committed that day six months. — The Eari 
of Wick ow returned his best thanks to the Government for the wisdom with 
which they had planned, and the courage which they had displayed in bringing 
it forward; but he still hoped it was only an index or an earnest of other mea- 
sures. Jn fact, there remained but little to be done; they had only to connect 
the Catholic clergy with the state, by endowing the Catholic Church—a measure 
which, had they brought it forward, could not have experienced greater opposi- 
tion or more difficulty in passing through Parliament than tbe Bill upon the 
table, The mode of endowment he would suggest should be, to make the main- 
tenance of the Catholic Church a rent-charge on the landed property of Ireland. 

~The Earl of Fitzwittiam entirely coincided in the views taken by the Earl of 
Wicklow, to whom the Government ought to feel obliged fer urging them toa 
measure which must be a consequence of the Bill upon the table. — After some 
observations from Lord CAmPBELL, the Earl of CLANCARTY said he would rather, 
after what had fallen from the two Noble Lords, not press for a division until 
the House hid well weighed those speeches. He would therefore postpone, 
until the third reading, his amendment to this most fatal measure. — Lord 
WHARNCLIFFE said the Government did not think that the present Bill should be 
taken as an earnest of the endowment of the Catholic Church. If, however, 
other measures should become necessary hereafter, they would not hesitate to 
propose them to Parliament. — The Marquis of BREADALBANE opposed the mea- 
sure as being a fundamental invasion of the Protestant constitution.—The House 
then went into committee. ‘The several clauses were agreed to; the House re- 
sumed, and the Bill was ordered to be read a third time on Monday next.—Some 
routine business was then disposed of, and their Lordships adjourned.

Corn Laws.— Mr. Villiers once again brought the Corn Laws under the 
consideration cf the House. The Hon. Member, in a long speech, restated all 
the usual arguments against protection, with which the public must be, by this 
time, sufficiently familiar, and concluded by moving —“ That the House resolve 
itself into a committee of the whole House, for the purpose cf considering the 
following resolutions : — 

“ That the Corn Law restricts the supply of food, and prevents the free ex- 
change of the products of labour. 

“ That it is therefore prejudicial to the welfare of the country, especially to 
that of the working classes, and has proved delusive to those for whose benefit 
the law was designed; and 

“ That it is expedient that all restrictions on corn should be now abolished.” 

Mr. Oswatp seconded the reso'utions.—Mr. CHRISTOPHER opposed the reso- 
lutions, contending that in every instance in which we had reduced our protec- 
tive duties we were met by new restrictions on the part of foreign paren, so 
that the idea of establishing a system of general reciprocity was absolutely chi- 
merical.—Mr. MITCuELL, in supporting the resolutions, said that he had fore 
merly advocated a fixed duty on corn, although he was of opinion that all kinds 
of protection were so many descriptions of robbery. He felt, however, that a 
total abolition of the duty on corn at that time might have unhinged the agricul- 
tural mind, and created panic and confusion, and therefore he supported the pro- 
position of a fixed duty of 8r., as a first step to abolition, and thought the landed 

nterest was blind to its own advantage in not accepting it, for he believed such 
favourable terms would not again be proffered for their acceptance.—Mr. Buck 
opposed the motion, and deprecated the agitation of the question as injurious to 
the agricultural interest.—Mr. M. Philips was an advocate, both as a manufac- 
turer and as a landowner, for the abolition of all protective duties.—Sir James 
GRAHAM was willing to admit that the question should be discussed with refer- 
ence to the interests of ail classes of the community, and would, nevertheless, 
contend that a sudden change in the corn laws would prove very injurious to the 
country. The question was, as to the best means of providing a supply of corn 
for a population rapidly increasing; and if he thought that this would be best 
effected by free trade, no other consideration would prerent him from supporting 
the doctrine. He was convinced, however, that a free impor:ation of cora would 
bring the price down permanently to 35s., a price which would render it neces- 
sary to throw much land out of cultivation, and the injury thus inflicted on large 
districts of England, and on the whole of Ireland, would be so great as not to 
be compensated for by any benefit likely to accrue from a free trade in corn.— 
Mr. BRIGHT replied at great length to the arguments of Sir James Graham, 
treating the principle upon which the corn laws were founded as an imposture 
pr 'ctised by the House upon the public, and leading to famine prices.— 

Ir, STAFFORD O'BRIEN opposed fthe proposition of Mr. Villiers, although 
believing that the principle of protection might be maintained even though 
the existing corn laws should undergo considerable moditication.—Dr. BOWRING 
supported the motion. — Mr. CavENbisn was an advocate for a fixed duty, but 
sceing how obstinately the agriculturists resisted any proposition, however mo- 
derate, how resolutely they adhered to tne existing protection, he would vote 
for the motion of the Hou. Member for Wolverhampton, — Lord EBRINGTON 
said he had formerly opposed the motion of Mr. Villiers, because he hoped that 
a fixed duty would have formed a compromise between the two great interests of 
the country. He now, however, despaired of any such compromise, and would 
therefore give his hearty support to the resolutions of the Hon. Member for 
Wolverhampton, — Mr. Conpen said the question was, whether the House could 
in justice pass a law to restrict the food of the people, and that the question had 
not been met, and he might venture to predict never would be met fairly by ar- 
gument in that House. The condition of the unskil ed labouring class of this 
country was a disgrace to the country.— Mr. Bankes replied to the arguments 
of Mr. Villiers and Mr. Cobden, endeavouring to show that they had fallen into 
several historical errors, materially bearing on the question before the House. 
— Lord J. Russel quite agreed in the two first resolutions of Mr. Villiers, and 
would vote for going into committes with a view to see in what way the law 
should be relaxed, or to whxt extent. The Noble Lord then contended for the 
necessity of arevision of the existing law, which added to the incomes of the 
legislators, while those legislators failed in proving that it was beneficial to the 
rest of the community. — Sir R. Peer said he had last year opposed a similar 
motion brought forward by Mr. Villiers, which motion was nearly identical with 
the present, and which was, nevertheless, opposed on that occasion by the Noble 
Lod, who now, it appeared, was prepared to support it. He could not follow 
the Noble Lord in this course; but, while voting against the motion, he could 
not agree in all the arguments adduced against it. He could not agree thata 
high price of corn necessarily implied high wages : nor could he agree with those 
who contended that the condition of the people was much deteriorated, as com- 
pared with what it was some few months back. The Right Hon, Baronet then 
explained that his object was to reconcile a gradual approach to sound principles, 
with a cautious attention to the interests which had grown up under a different 
system. Ife would not attempt to defend the corn law upon the ground of its 
b:ing beneficial to one class of the community ; but he cculd not agree to the 
motion of the Hon. Member for Wolverhampton, because, though positively in- 
jurious to the owners of the soil, it would prove still more injurious to the la- 
bouring classes, whose welfare depended on the prosperity of the landowner. — 
Lord Howick shortly addressed the House in support of the resolutions, cone 
tending that the only difference between Mr. Villiers and Sir R. Peel was that 
the former proposed to do instanter what the latter was willing to do gradually, 
thereby admitting the whole principle upon which the motion was founded. — 
Mr. Vittiens shortly replied, after which the House divided, and his motion was 
negatived by a majority of 254 to 122.

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EXHIBITION OF DOMESTIC POULTRY, £c., AT THE GARDENS 
OF THE ZOOLOGICAL SOCIETY OF LONDON, REGENT’S PARK, 
MAY 29. TO JUNE 17. 


Though poultry form a very insignificant part of the live stock of a farm, yet 
they ought to be encouraged. In the largest farm, a few domestic fowls pick up 
what might escape the pigs and be lost; and on small farms, among cottagers, 
the breeding and rearing of early chickens and ducks, and in some situations the 
reating of turkeys and the keeping of geese, are found profitable. There are few 
who do not relish a new egg or a pancake, not to say the flesh of fowls, and there 
are some of these comforts which happily can be had in as great perfection in the 
cottage as in the palace. The French, guided by the philanthropic labours of 
their great naturalist, Reaumur, have long felt the force of these homely truths, 
and have carried the breeding of domestic poultry to an extent and perfection 
unknown to the most enlightened farmers of our own country, and, as a conse- 
quence, they have become egg importers to entire Europe ; a young chicken has 
come within the reach of the meanest peasant, and the omelette has taken its stand 
asa national dish. Convinced by these facts that the breeding of poultry was cale 
culat:d to add materially to the comforts of our ill-fed poor, the Zoological 
Society of London, descending from their rigid state of abstract science, have 
determined on offering annual prizes for improved species avd varieties of do- 
mestic fowl, and generally for any improvement calculated to facilitate the come 
mercial value of the products of the poultry yard, In accordance with this reso- 
lution, the council issued, at the commencement of the present year, the follow- 
ing prospectus of their wishes :—

HENLEY REGATTA.

2D M THE EMPEROR OF RUSSIA TO PRINCE 
PRESENT FRO E ERT 


His Im fajesty the Emperor of Russia has just forwarded to this 
country, jean abdi to the Prince Consort, a most magnificent gift, con- 
sisting of three Russian carriages and four superb horses of the purest Orloff 
breed. The valuable consignment reached this country, arriving at Blackwall 
in the Camille steamer, from St. Petersburgh direct. ‘The carriages-a double 
droshky, a single droshky, and a sledge, are respectively built in the most 
finishedjstyle, and fitted up with every regard for the convenience of the royal 
personages for whose use they are intended. The first two equipages are of a 
very peculiar and elegant construction, exclusively national, and affording a 
striking contrast to our English vehicles. Each of the carriages is intended to 
be drawn by one horse, which is attached in the Russian style, having the pic- 
turesque douga rising over the animal’s head from the nt of either shaft. 
The double droshky, which contains seats for two persons behind the driver, is 
of a brilliant sky-blue colour, edged with gold, the cushions being of a cor- 
responding hue, with silver facings. The imperial crown is mounted in gold on 
either panel. ‘he colour of this carriage is understood to be in accordance 
with the taste of the Empress. The single droshky is of a dark colour, and 
affords accommodation for one person only behind the driver. The sledge is 
very beautifully constructed, and has a most novel appearance. It is entirely of 
hazel wood, the apron being formed of a magnificent bear-skin. ‘The horses are 
sclected from the Emperor’s private stud. Their symmetrical form and great 
beauty is remarkable. One of the animals (an entire horse) i3 one of the deep- 
est black, with a long flowing tail, and stands nearly sixteen hands high; two 
others are gray geldings, almost e ually beautiful; and the fourth is a black 
horse, with a tail extending to within an inch of the ground. It is, perhaps, 
not generally known that the Russian mode of driving differs very materially 
from our own. The coachman sits on a small nes in front of the carriage, and 
holds a single rein in each hand, the snafile-bit, which alone is used, being thus 
pressed against the horse's jaws. Ttis obvious that an English servant would 
tee) himself a little at fault in adopting this novel mode of Jehuship, and the 
Emperor has accordingly sent over three of his own servants to instruct the 
royal coachmen in their new duty. ‘The horses were attached to the different 
carriages on Saturday afternoon, and driven two or three times round Berkeley 
Square, for the purpose of ascertaininy that everything was in a perfect state. 
It should be mentioned that the harness and trappings are of the most costly 


and superb description.

TURKISH POLITICS. 

Ir was a memorable day for Europe, and marks distinctly an 
epoch in her history, when, with eighty devoted followers, the 
brave son of the conquering Orcan crossed the narrow strait of 
the Dardanelles, close to the poet-renowned spot — 

Where love, who sent, forgot to save 

The young, the beautiful, the brave, 

The lonely hope of Sestos’ daughter, 
A memorable day when the capital of the Paleeologus—that fond 
resemblance of ever famous Rome — passed under the sway of 
the Turban and the Scimitar. This never could have been done 
had the great states of Europe been united by those ties that ori- 
ginate in a sense of common interest; had there been any such 
thing as European politics understood, or the bearing of religious 
principles upon politics properly appreciated. But those king- 
doms which constituted the debris of the Roman empire stood 
apart from each other, perhaps in hostility, as if the storm which 
broke up their original union had lost none of its original vio- 
lence. Constantinople fell, and a Christian and civilised people 
became subjects of “ the fierce and turbaned Turk.” 

Its subsequent history abounds with interest; but it cannot be 
traced here, where it is purposed simply to refer to one or two 
special points in Turkish politics—points of interest at this pre- 
sent time. 

However averse the Christian powers were to interpose their 
forces for the protection of Constantinople, they have never ceased, 
from the day that Constantinople became the city of the Turk, 
to meddle in its concerns, under an evident notion it was their 
especial duty to determine for the Turk all questions relating to 
his policy, internal or external, He has never been thought 
able to go alone, or to manage his own affairs ; and Austria and 
Russia, who have not usually agreed as to the precise manner in 
which those affairs should be managed, have agreed most deci- 
dedly in one thing, namely, that to their management the poor 
Turk himself is necessarily incompetent. It is scarcely worth 
pausing and indulging in speculation as to the source of this 
opinion, Austria, with a frontier striking the Danude, has Ri- 
puarian interests to look after; whilst the Black Sea so far re- 
sembles a Russian lake, as to make the doings in the Divan 
matters of concern at St. Petersburgh. It is all very possible, 
then, that it may be neighbourly feelings that induce the two 
great empires of the north to evince such a paternal regard for 
the Sublime Porte and his dominions. 

Be this as it may, it is clear to all who will attend to the sub- 
ject, that by, as it were, deposing the SuLTAN in his own country, 
and carrying on the government for him in his name, but upon 
principles alien to the genius of “ Turkery,” his power becomes 
weakened, his influence declines, his kingdom is more liable to in- 
vasion, and with diminished means of resistance, and—which is 
the worst of the whole—his people become denationalised, for- 
feiting their native and proper characteristics, moral and social, 
and without acquiring any others in their lieu. 

The bold Moslems who carried fire and sword through 
Northern Asia are not for a moment to be resembled to those 


‘miserable-looking infantry —a bad imitation of the Russian 


soldier—who now constitute the military strength of the Turkish 
empire. It is true they have now a notion of discipline, and on 
parade may show something like steadiness; but you have robbed 
them of their turban—distinctive mark of their position in the 
Great Family of Humanity ; they are no longer possessed of that 
daring spirit which love of country, love of people, love of creed, 
and these only, inspire. Remember that, although the Turk 
dwells south of the straits and channels that link the Mediterra- 
nean with the Black Sea, he is, in reality, an Asiatic, and esteems 
himself as such. He is conscious he is not of you, or with you. 
The crowded cemetery of Scutari is an evidence of his belief, that 
although Europe may have given him birth, the fittest place for 
his bones to rest in is the Asia of his fathers. 

If it be not our intention to drive the infidel across the straits— 
if, on the contrary, it be our intention to uphold the integrity of 
the Ottoman empire as essential to the preservation of the balance 
of power in Europe, it is very plain we ought tostrengthen, rather 
than weaken, the hands of the Turkish Government. It is ab- 
surd legislating for it upon the basis of European politics, all which 
recognise, for principles, truths and dogmas of which the Turk is 
profoundly ignorant. And yet this has been the fault committed, 
and that by Turkish statesmen themselves, 

The attempt of the late Sultan to Europeanise his people 
was the magnificent error of a splendid barbarian. It proved, 
conclusively enough, that he understood and appreciated the 
excellence of European civilisation, but that he imperfectly knew 
its modes and conditions —the modes of which it is susceptible, 
and the conditions under which it acts. Had he been learned in 
its history, he would have known that itis the vainest thing in the 
world trying to get a people at once to shuffle off one civilisation 


in order to shuffle into another. The result has been, that whilst 
he has failed in his object, he has effaced many of the tokens, and 
lowered visibly the influence of the peculiar civilisation that pre: 
vailed amongst the Turks. He has weakened the country that, 
in the spirit of a glorious ambition, he desired to regenerate. 

Bat the mischief he did, although of large extent and produc- 
tive of serious consequences, is, however, far inferior to that 
which results from the constant intermeddling of foreign powers 
in the internal policy of Turkey. We have reason to believe, and 
we are glad to think so, that our present ambassador at Constan- 
tinople has shown more forbearance in this respect than the re- 
presentative of any other European state. 

France has endeavoured to secure a large basis for her foreign 
influence by assuming to herself the title and office of protector 
of those Christians that chance to be subjects of infidel powers, 
In discharge of this self-imputed mission — for in “ Christian 
France” is there unhappily no inconsiderable quantity of rampant 
Atheism, as well as of degrading superstition, as personal expe- 
rience has unhappily assured us — France claims a voice in the 
councils of the Divan. The missionaries which she assumes to 
send amongst the Syrian and Nestorian Christians are all known 
to be active political agents—all working strenuously in the 
cause whose triumph will be the foundation of French influence 
in Northern Asia, as a counterpoise to British influence in 
Southern and Central Asia. 

The designs of Russia and Austria may easily be guessed, but 
it is much to be lamented that the interference of Christian and 
civilised states should be guided so imperfectly by those principles 
of morals which Christianity teaches and civilisation consecrates,

It is ramoured that Mr. Milnes Gaskell, now a Lord of the Treasury, will be 
made Secretary to the Board of Control, in the place of Mr. Emerson Tennent, 
who goes out to be Colonial Secretary in Ceylon; and that Sir Charles Douglas, 
M.P. for Warwick, will succeed Mr. Milnes Gaskell. Let the electors of Ware 
wick be on the look-out.—Globe. 

On Monday morning, the 2d instant, at Loughborough, in Leicestershire, after 
an illness of only two dars, Mary Ann, Lady Arundel, widow of James Everard, 
tenth Lord Arundel of Warder, and only daughter of the late Marquis any Mar- 
chioness of Buckingham. In early life she embraced the doctrines of the Church 
of Rome, in which she continued to her death. 

A STUDY FROM Nature.—The beautiful statne of the “ Greek Slave,” by Mr.

MEDICAL RerorM. — At Greenwich, on Wednesday evening, a meeting of the 
medical practitioners of the borough took place at the Greyhound Inn. The 
object was to support the National Association of Medical Practitioners, and the 
Medical Reform Bill of Sir James Graham, now in the House of Commens. A 
resolution was passed, rppointing Mr. Sutton, the representative of the medical 
men of the borough in the committee of the Central Association, and a deputa- 
tion was named, to wait upon the borough and county members, and request 
their support of the measure of the Home Secretary. After observations from 
Mr. Sutton, Mr. Lloyd, Dr. Oak Mitchell, Mr. Sturton, Mr. Downing, and Mr. 
Hunt, denouncing the receut conduct of the Council of the College of Surgeons 
towards its members, and laudatory of the exertions of the National Association, 
the meeting broke up. 

THE HENLEY RLGATTA. — (From our Reporter.) — We have every reason to 
believe, from what we heard at Putney yesterday evening, that the four-oared 
race for the Stewards’ Challenge Cup, between the Oxford and Saint George's 
boats, has been decided in favour of the former. We beg to state that the judge, 
who was stationed at the bridge, came up into the committee-room immediately 
after the race, and addressing the stewards in the presence of our reporter, said 
he could not determine a race by an inch or so, and therefore declared it to bea 
* dead heat.” ‘The lateness of the hour at which we became acquainted with the 
decision we have above stated, prevented us making such inquiries into the cir- 
cumstances as we should have wished. 

Tre Arctic EXPEDITION. — The Rattler steam-vessel, Commander Hornby, 
returned to Woolwich on Tuesday afternoon, having le't the Erebus, Captain 
Sir John Franklyn, and the ‘Terror, Captain Crozier, discovery ships, off the 
islands of Barra and Rona, on the 4th, to the westward of Cape Wrath, The 
officers and crews were all well, and in high spirits.

ALLEGED ILLEGAL SALE OF A CADETSHIP. 


On Saturday, Mr. John Henry Dew, auctioneer, King William Street, and 
Mr. James Rallett, of Bayswater, were charged before Mr. Hardwick, at Marl- 
borough Street, with being concerned in negotiating for the sale of a cadetshi 
in the East India Company's service, in violation of the 49th statute of Geo. 111, 
sec. 126., which makes such proceedings a misdemeanour. Mr. Clarkson at- 
tended to prosecute on behalf of the chairman and directors of the East India 
Company, and stated that the offence with which the defendants were charged 
consisted in having negotiated for the sale of a cadetship in the company’s ser- 
vice to a person named James Matthews Boswell, the stepson of a gentleman 
named Coppard. The amount of the sae of this cadetship was one thousand 
guineas, which was to be paid by Mr. Coppard into the hands of Mr. Sprye, on 
the part of the two parties at the bar, and other parties who were not, but who 
would shortly be, before the court. It could not be denied that Mr. Coppard, in 
paying this money, had laid himself open to the provisions of the Act of Parlia- 
meat, but at the same time he was bound to say that the transaction had been 
effected by the persons implicated in a more than usually unlawful manner, A 
gentleman named Mr. Shank, formerly a director of the Kast India Company, 
was the person through whose intercession and influence this appointment was 
said to be promised by the parties accused. ‘These parties, to induce Mr. Cop. 

ard to part with his money, had put into his hands the following letter, purport. 
ing to be written by Mr. Snank: — : 

“ Dear Sir, —I shall have much pleasure in presenting your friend, John 
Matthews Boswell, with an infantry cadetship in the Hon. East India Company's 
service in November next. S

It is really a novelty to see an Englishman’s sinfonia in the programme of the 
Philharmonic; the taste of the society is so decidedly foreign.

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“ To the visitors and the public at large, by means of the published reports of 
the proceedings; it is injurious, inasmuch as it ministers to the indulgence of a 
morbid taste for spectacles and sensations which have a prejudicial tendency, 

“ To the prisoners generally, the practice in question is further injurious. It 
not only distracts their attention-from the religious services of the day, and from 
the awful condition of the culprit, now on the verge of that existence which he 
has forfeited by his guilt, but they see him, as it were, dignified by being made 
the centre of observation ; an object of sympathy, and almost of admiration, even 
to the higher orders, on account of the bacolem or bravado with which he de- 
ports himself; a consideration which is well known to have great weight with 
the criminal population looking on, or who will read of what takes place. 

“ And to the convict himself the practice is more injurious still, whether he be 
truly penetrated with a conviction of his guilt, or hardened and unmoved. If, 
happily, brought to a proper frame of mind, filled with anguish and remorse for 
his crime, and impressed with a just dread of his approaching end, it is scarcely 
less than cruel to hold him forth, while he might be seriously impressed, to the 
gaze of idle curiosity, and to disturb in almost his last moments the thoughts and 
prayers of a guilty but dying f llow.creature. If, on the other hand, the culpri 
remain unsubdued, and insensible to the awful doom which he is about to under- 
go; if he be actuated by that vanity and love of display which has been seen to 
cleave to criminals even to the very last, and which almost converts the scaffold 
itself into a stage upon which to exhibit the triumphs of bravado, then it is plain 
that this practice offers a direct incentive to such acharacter to pretend to des- 
pise the last terrors of the law, and, as it were, to defy the uplifted sword of 
Justice, so soon to fall upon him. 

““ I am indeed of opinion, that under no circumstances, is a condemned sermon 
productive of good effects. 1 fear that its tendency is ever injurious. But if it 

thought proper to continue it, it is most desirable, on every account, that it 
should be as private as possible, and that none but the prisoners and the proper 
authorities should be present at it. 

“ With reference to the morning of the recent execution, every care was taken 
by the sheriffs to exclude from the interior of the prison all visitors, with the 
exceptioniof the reporters of the public press; they appear to have been desirous 
to leave the culprit entirely to the care of the ordinary, and to conduct the last 
awful ceremony with due order and decorum. But with reference to the re- 
porters, | do not thick that the grounds which the sheriffs assigned for their 
admission are sufficient. The presence of the sheriffs, the under-sheriffs, the 
governor, the ordinary, and the subordinate officers of the prison, is an amply 
suflicient guarantee to the public that the necessary proceeding of pinioning and 
otherwise preparing the prisoner for the scaffold will be conducted with all due 
consideration for the culprit, and without the infliction of any unnecessary suf- 
fering or anors 

“ Ifa culprit, under sentence of death and awaiting execution, makes a con- 
fession voluntarily, such a confession may be so far regarded as satisfactory, inas- 
much as it confirms, and thereby strengthens, the public confidence in the verdict 
of the jury, and as it exhi’ its the penitent state of mind to which the convict has 
been brought; but if such a confession is sought for, if its atta nment is plainly 
made a matter of importance, the very fact of its being so sought for implies a 
doubt of the completeness of the case, and of the justness of the verdict and of 
the sentence ; and public confidence in the verdict, which ought to be final and 
satisfactory, is thereby shaken. 

* Lam further of opinion, that the act of seeking for a confession of guilt from 
a culprit is calculated to defeat its very object. Tt makes him feel that some- 
thing is wanted to complete the case against him; and the more earnestly he is 
solicited to make a confession, the more he is led to discern in that very earnest- 
ness a chance of escape; it betrays the hesitation of those who question him ; it 
shows that, notwithstanding his condemnation and sentence, sumething like a 
doubt still rests upon his case, which even at the last moment may delay the 
execution, if not avert his doom. 

“ Nor is this all; a temptation may be held out to him to make declarations 
that are untrue, not only with a view to postpone his own execution, butalso to 
screen an accomrlice, or to wreak his vengeance upon an cnemy, or upon those 
who have been the means of bringing himself to justice; to say nothing of the 
undeserved importance which may be attached to statements made at the moment 
of death, and which, however otherwise unworthy of jnotice, may thus be made 
productive of the most serious consequences. I am therefore of opinion, that on 
the occasion of an execution, as well as that of a condemned sermon, all persons, 
except the authorities of the prison the of the police, should be strictly excluded.

Tue LATE CHARGE or MURDER AND ATTEMPTED SUICIDE BY POISON IN 
HATTON GARDEN. — On Tuesday forenoon the adjourned investigation concern- 
ing the death of Hannah Moore, aged eighteen, said to have died from the effects 
of poison adminis ered to her by Daniel John Cock, now an inmate of Newgate 
on a charge of wilful murder, was resumed before Mr. T. Wakley, M.P., andthe 
jury, at the Cock and Hoop, Cross Street, Hatton Garden, It will be remem- 
bered that the man, John Cock, was committed on the 30th ult. by Mr. Green- 
wood, tha police magistrate, to Newgate, on the charge of wilful murder of the 
deceased, he having agreed with her to take a certain quantity of oxalic acid with 
a view to their mutual destruction. The inquest was adjourned to enable the 
coroner to procure a writ of haveas corpus for the production of the accused be- 
fore the jury, but which application to the Court of Queen's Bench, on Monday, 
was refused by Lord Denman and the other judges. After a discussion of up- 
wards of an hour's duration, the jury returned the following verdict : —“ That 
the deceased, Hannah Moore, died of mortal injuries upon her intestines and cer- 
tain portions of her stomach, from the action of a certain ison, taken by the 
said Hannah Moore, with her own hands, during temporary ip This re- 
sult, it is needless to add, is directly in the teeth of Mr. Greenwood’s committal 
of the accused to Newgate on the charge of wilful murder. 

ALLEGED PARRICIDE BY POISON, AT SWANSRA.—On Wednesday last, according 
to the custom of South Wales, upwards of 300 persons collected to attend the 
funeral of Mr. Gcorge Gibbs, a respectable farmer of Overton-in-the-Gower, 
near Swansea, when the funeral proceedings were suddenly stopped by the order 
of Mr. C. Collins, the county coroner. It appeared that ho had risen early on 
Thursday morning, in the best of health, but that symptoms came on rapidly, 
and after seventeen hours’ illness he expired. T'he coroner had received ¡two 
letters upon the subject, and it appeared that the prevalent rumours had their 
origin in the fact, that deceased and his son were not upon friendly terms. Mr. 
Perry, the surgeon who had been called in to attend him, said that he suffered 
from the time he saw him till his death in the most excruciating agony. A post 
mortem examination was subsequently gone into by this gentlemen and Mr, 
Wigglesworth, another surgeon of Swansea, while the inquest was in the mean. 
while adjourned, and a searching investigation will be pursued. The contents 
ofthe stomach and viscera have been transmitted to the celebrated Mr. Herapath, 
of Bristol, who has been instrumental in discovering so many cases of poisoning, 
and it is understood that the result is, that in corroboration of the suspicious 
character of the death, he has discovered all the symptoms to have arisen from 
corrosive sublimate, a preparation of mercury ; and he has also detected the pre- 
sonce of mercury iu the body in considerable quantities — all this is very sus- 

icious. 
E Tue Queen's Visir TO Germany, —A Vienna letter of the 29th ult. says : — 
“ One of our archdukes will go to Gotha to pay the compliments of the Court to 
the Queen of England on her arrival there, and it is said that the King of Prussia 
will have an interview with her Majesty, but it is not probable that this will take 
place at Berlin.”

— The following appeared in the Dublin Gazette” of Fri- 
day: —‘* Her Majesty's letters patent have passed the Great Seal of Ireland, 
granting the dlgalty ofa baron of Ireland to James Daly, of Dunsandle, in the 
county of Galway, Esq., by the style and title of Baron Dunsandic aud Clanconal, 
in the said county of Galway.” 


The following notice, issued by command of the Post-master General, was put 
up this morning at the General Post Ofice, the Royal Exchange, and several 
branch post-otfices: —“ General Post-office, June, 1815. The Post-master 
General having now reason to believe that letters and newspapers addressed to 
South Australia or to New Zealaud, and transmitted by the monthly mail-packets 
to Sydney, will not be liable to any postage for their receipt and despatch by the 
Post-office of New South Wales, provided they are made up in this country in 
sealed mails, addressed to South Australia or New Zealand, as the case may be, 
but that they will be forwarded to their destination by the first opportunity pre- 
senting itself; all letters and newspapers posted hereafter, addressed to South 
Australia or New Zealand, not directed to be forwarded “by private ship,’ will 
be dispatched in sealed mails to Sydney, by the packets before alluded to.” 


On the meeting of the house committee of the London Hospital, on Wednes- 
day, it was announced that some unknown benevolent individual had forwarded 
for the use of the chapel of that establishment, a bandsome service of communion 

late, consisting of a silver flagon, cups, and plate, the latter of which bore the 
nscription of ** A gift from a friend to the London Hospital.” 


At high water on Wednesday, a singular iron steam-boat was launched at 
Blackwall, being what is termed double-headed, and having a rudder at each end 
to save loss of time in bringing a vessel round, particularly when the tide is run- 
ning strong. She has been built for a party of gentlemen residing in the vicinity 
of Kew and Richmond, who, having seriously felt the inconvenience and irregu- 
larity of the steam-boats that ply on that part of the river, Lave had this vessel 
constructed for their express conveyance. 


The gaolership of the Tower, rendered vacant by the death of Mr. John Lane, 
aged sixty-eight years, has been filled up by Field Marshal his Grace the Duke 
of Wellington, Constable of the Tower, who has appointed one of the warders, 


named Flora, to the situation, which is worth about 1002. per annum, with a free 
house on the Parade. 


The weekly mecting of the Repeal Association was held on Monday in the 
Conciliation Hall. The rent for the week was announced to be 3702. 


The excess of business in the Court of Queen’s Bench still remains undi- 
minished, there being at present standing for hearing for the sittings after term, 
which commence on the 13th instant, no less than 138 causes, 103 of which are 
remanets from the previous sitting, and the remainder new causes: out of these 
68 are special jury cases. 

On the Ist of July, the Eastern Counties Railway, hitherto only open to Col- 
chester, Bishop’s Stortford, and Hertford, 89 miles of railway, will receive an 
immense increase of traffic by the arrangements to open the line simultaneously 
to the following places :—Newport, 10 miles; Cambridge, 15; Ely, 16; Brandon, 
15; Norwich, 66 miles; in ali, 211 miles of railway, extending through the 
densely populated and fertile counties of Essex, Norfolk, Suffolk, and Cam- 


ba el at The line to Peterboro’, 26 miles, will also soon be open to the 
publ c. 


At the late meeting of the Paris Academy of Sciences, the important and in- 
teresting subject of the probable advantages and utility of the atmospheric rail- 
way system, more particularly exhibited as in action in Ireland, was brought 
under discussion among the members of that distinguished association. A paper 
was then received and read from M. Sagey, engineer, containing a curious calcu- 
lation of the amount of force expended on the atmospheric railway in the sister 
kingdom. He expressed the opinion that the almospher:c system can Lever be 


adopted as an economical one, and can be useful only under exceptionable 
circumstances., 


The proprietors of Vauxhall Gardens have taken advantage of the engagement 
of M. Musard at their establishment to make preparations for a series of grand 
masked balls al fresco, the first of which will taxe place on Monday, 16th inst. 


Every day adds several Bills to those already on the House of Lords’ Book, 
waiting for consideration, several of those recent additions being important pub- 
lic Bills, and others scarcely less important private or railway Bills. The present 
crowded state of their Lordships’ Notice and Order Book is perhaps unparalleled, 
considering the comparatively early stage of the session. There are no fewer 
than between seventy and cighty Bills, near y all of them public measures. There 
are also numbers of Appeal Causes for their Lordships, in addition to peerage 
cases and claims to vote for Irish and Scotch representative peers, &c. And last, 
and certainly not least, is the already formidable looking list of Railway Bills, 
forwarded from the lower House. 

The launching of a steamer upon one of our northern lakes is not only a no- 
velty in the lake district, but a circumstance wholly without a precedent in any 
of the lakes in either England or Ireland. Henceforth, however, that ocean in 
miniature —the queen of the English lakes, magnificent Windermere, is destined 
to bear upon her waters a neat and powerful steamer. The steamer was built at 
the foot of the lake, a little above Newby Bridge, and on Saturday la t was 
launched in the Windermere, and received the appropriate name of * The Lady 
of the Lake.”

THE CONVICT HOCKER, 
THE CONDEMNED SERMON, 


The following is a copy of a report made by the Rev. W. Russell, Inspector of 
Prisons, to her Majesty’s Secretary of State for the Home Department, respect- 
ing the circumstances which occurred on the occasion of the condemned sermon 
in the chapel of Newgate Gaol, in the case of the convict Hocker, and also re- 
specting the circumstances which took place on the morning of the execution:— 


REPORT OF REV. W, RUSSELL, INSPECTOR OF PRISONS, TO HER MAJESTY'S PRINCIPAL 
SECRETARY OF STATE. 


: “ Cumberland Street, May 6. 1845. 

“ Sir,—With reference to the circumstances that occurred on the eccasion of 
the condemned sermon in the chapel of Newgate, in the case of the convict 
Hocker, on Sunday, the 27th ultimo, the sheriffs stated that they were not aware 
that any Official rules had ever been drawn up, or were in existence, relative to 
the proceedings to be observed on the occasion of a condemned sermou or of a 
capital execution at Newgate; that if there were any such rules they had never 
been communicated to them, and that they considered that by law they were left 
to their own discretion and sense of propriety on such occasions. 

“ On the occasion of the condemned sermon on Sunday, the 27th ultimo, either 
forty-nine or fifty visitors were present, of whom six or seven were ladies, The 
visitors were admitted by orders signed by one of the sheriffs, by one of the 
under-sheriffs on behalf Of the other sheriff, by the other under-sheriff, by one 
of the visiting magistrates for the month, by an alderman, and by the governor 
and ordinary, under the sanction of one of the sheriffs. The governor, accord- 
ing to the ordinary practice, admitted two reporters for the public press; and 
there were other persons present who took notes of the proceedings. Besides 
the visitors, there were present one of the sher.ffs, one of the under- sheriffs, and 
two aldermen, one of whom vas a visiting m «gistrate for the month, 

“ With reference to the seats of the convict Hocker and the prisoner Connor 
being apart from other prisoners, and with an officer stationed close to each, the 
governor states that it has been his inviolable practice thus to place prisoners 
under charge of wilful murder, or uncer sentence of death, in order to prevent 
either poison, a kni:e, or any instrument with which suicide wight be committed, 
from being conveyed to them. The oruinary preached on the late occasion from 
a written sermon, and he believes he adhered strictly to the discourse he had 
prepared ; and he put in the sermon for my perusal. He states most positively 
that he did not address the prisoner Connor. He alluded to his case in the 
course of the sermon, but not in the manner which had been stated in the public 
papers. 

“ Very soon after the service, the sheriffs and the ordinary went to the cell of 
Hocker, who was so deeply impressed by the service from which he had just re- 
turned, that he requested the ordinary and sheriffs would then join in offering 
up aprayer for him, a circumstance altogether unexpected from his previous 
conduct while in gaol, 

“ With reference to the circumstances that took place on the morning of the 
execution, the sheriffs state that numerous applications were made to them for 
orders of admission to the interior of the prison to witness the exccution of 
Hocker, but that without exception they refused them all; that the only persons 
admitted to the interior of the prison, in addition to the regular prison officers, 
were the sheriff and under- sheriffs, the late under-sheriff, Mr. Anderton, who 
was admitted asa kind of demi-oflicial, but not by order of the sheriffs, Mr. 
D. W. Harvey, the commissioner of the City Police, who was there on duty, and 
the reporters for the public press. 

“The governor states most distinctly that, with the exception of the prison 
and police authorities already mentioned, and their official attendants, and the 
reporters for the public press, no visitor « hatever was admitted into the interior 
of the prison to witness the execution of Hocker. 

“ With reference to the reporters for the public press, the sheriffs state that 
they were not admitted until the period when the executioner commenced the 
operation of pinioning and preparing the culprit for execution, This, as the 
sheriffs state, they consider the commencement of the public execution, and they 
entertain a strong persuasion that the public ought to be present, through the 
reporters, when the execution thus commences, and for these reasons : — When 
the executioner enters the cell, and commences his operations, it sometimes hap- 
pens (as it did on this occasion) that the culprit faints; if that fainting should 
end in death, it would be a most painful circumstance to the responsible authori- 
ties in attendance that this should happen within the p:ison wails unwitnessed by 
any one on behalf of the public, to ascertain and report what really took place on 
the occasion. 

“ They also consider the presence of the pubtic reporters as a strong security 

against the infliction upon the culprit of any unnecessary pain by the executioner 
during the pinioning. 
“ They further state that not unfrequently the prisoner reserves his confession 
to the last moment. That when the pinioning actually commences, fee ing there 
is no longer any room for hope, he may make important statements, and that it 
is most desirable for the interests of the public that those should te fully and 
accurately recorded. 

For all these reasons, the sheriff's consider the presence of the reporters as 

absolutely necessary. 
In 1843 there was no execution. The sheriffs who were in office at the time 
of the next execution, the 27th of May, 1844, knowing nothing respecting the 
order to the contrary, strangers were again admitted to the chapel to hear the 
condemned sermon ; and the practice has been continued up to the present occa. 
sion, which is now the subject of investigation.

Court or Queen's BENCH.—THE QUEEN ON THE PROSECUTION OF THE DUKE 
or Brunswick v. BARNARD GREGORY, EDITOR or THe Satinist. —Mr. Serjeant 
Talfourd moved the judgment cf the court upon the defendant in this case, which 
was an indictment for certain libels published in that paper upon his Serene 
Highness the Duke of Brunswick in the course of the years 1841 and 1842. The 
defendant had pleaded guilty at the trial, which took place in June, 1843, and now 


appeared tn receive the judgment of the court. Affidavits in aggravation and in 
mitigation having been put in and read by the officer, Mr. Serjeant Talfourd (with 
whom was Mr. Wordsworth), upon the part of the Duke of Brunswick, ad- 
dressed the court and said that, although upon 'the plea of guilty having been 
put in a pledge was given upon the part of Mr. Gregory that no future libels 
upon the Duke of Brunswick should appear in the * Satirist ’? newspaper, yet, 
in the number of that paper for the 12th of July, 1843, there appeared a report of 
the proceedings of a meeting, at which it was said that speeches were made which 
reflected upon the character of the duke. ‘The same course of annoyance was 
continually pursued under the form of notices to correspondents, communica- 
tions from other rersons, or leading articles ia the paper professing to come from 
the editor himself. In all these forms attacks were made, not only upon the 
duke, but upon his personal friends, who were threatened with being held up to 
the ridicule or censure of the public if they continued to receive him into their 
society. In one of them it was insinuated that the friends of the duke had 
formed the design of placing him “ under restraint,” which the learned counsel 
contended to be equivalent to an assertion that the duke was insane. Mr, 
Crowder (with whom was Mr. Peacock) addressed the court for the defend- 
ant, and dwelt upon the fact that at the period of pleading guilty the counsel of 
Mr. Gregory made an ample apology, and expressed his regret for the publications 
complained of. No further provocation was giren by Mr. Gregory until the 
time at which the Duke of Brunswick proronte another indictment against him 
for libels which had been published before the libels which were the subject of 
the present proceeding. The learned counsel then referred to the action which 
Mr. Gregory had brought against the duke and his attorney for a conspiracy to 
hiss him upon his appearance at Covent Garden Theatre; and observed that 
although the Duke of Brunswick, in his affidavit, referred to the trial of the 
action and the verdict of the jury in his (the duke’s) favour, yet he had not de- 
nied that he was, in fact, connected with the persons who hissed upon the occa- 
sion in question. "The Jearned counsel further dwelt upon the fact, that the apo- 
logy made by Mr. Serjeant Shee upon the part of Mr. Gregory was published at 
length in the “ Satirist’? within two days after, and that his (Mi. Gregory’s) 
aitidavit expressly alleged that since that time he had not published in ‘the 
“ Satirist” anythieg upon the subject of the Duke of Brunswick, except the re- 
ort already mentioned of the meeting which the affidavit alleged to have been 
lden in fact, and the reports of the legal proceedings which took place. The 
defendant swore, morcover, that in February, 1844, he parted with the paper, and 
had not since had any control whatever over its conduct. The learned coun- 
sel, in conclusion, read a copy of a placard which the Duke of Brunswick 
had published about Mr. Gregory, and in which the description of the personal 
appearance of Mr. Gregory was at least as libellous as the account which was 
given of the personal appearance of the duke in one of the libels complained of in 
the present indictment. Their lordsh’ps consulted tozether for a few minutes. 

Mr. Justice Patteson, referring to the indictment, said that the libels of which 
it complained contained no charge against the Duke of Brunswick of having 
committed any offence, but were only calculated to expose him to ridicule by 
giving descriptions of his person, against which, however, this court would always 
protect individuals. This court was always equally ready to take into consider- 
ation any arology that may be made for that or any other offence, but only where 
the party apologising had been misled or misinformed, and took the earliest op- 
portunity of making atonement for the offence. A case of that nature, however, 
was different from the present, where a series of consecutive libeis were pub- 
lished upon the same individual week after week, for the purpose of exposing 
him to the ridicule of the public. In such a case it could be wo atonement!lo 
the public, or the injured individual. that the libeller, after a series of publications, 
when he has become the subject of a prosecution, should then make an apology 
as a satisfaction for the libels already published. His lordship then referred to 
the report of the meeting already reterred to, and said there existed no means of 
ascertaining whether the report was published beforejor after the circulation of the 

lacard which the Duke of Brunswick had published agaiust the defendant. 

Jith regard to that placard itself, his lordship observed that the court d:d not 

rofess to say anything in excuse for the language in which it was composed. If 
t should be necessary to circulate a placard, offering a reward for a man’s appre- 
hension, it might at any rate be expressed in language not abusive or offensive. 
Upon taking all the circumstances into consideration, the court was of opinion 
that the sentence ought to be, that the defendant be imprisoned in the prison of 
the Queen's Bench got six calendar months. 

Tne QUERN V. DANIEL JONN Cock.— POWER OF THE CononEn.—Mr. Kelly 
applied to the court for a habeas corpus to bring up the defendant from the gaol 
of Newgate, in order.to his being taken before the coroner's inquest now sitting 
upon the body of Hannah Moore, ‘ihe circumstances of the case itself have 
been recently reported at great Jength in the newspapers. It appeared that 
Daniel Cock and Hannah Moore, passing as husband and wife, went to a public- 
house called the Coach and Horses, where they remained for a night, and went 
put in the morning. Upon the evening of the same day they returned again to 
the house, where, after they had been for some time, the young man ran down 
stairs crying for medical assistance, and alleging that his wife was dying after 
having taken oxalic acid. Medical assistance was procured by the man himself, 
but the young woman died, snd upon the man was found a paper, from which it 
appeared that the parties had agreed to commit suicide, and that the name of 
+ Daniel John Cock” was written upon the paper. The man having been taken 
before a magistrate and examined, was finally committed to Newgate upon the 
charge of having been guilty of the death of the woman in question, having him. 
self stated that both parties had taken a portion of the poison, but that his share 
had not been retained upon his stomach. ‘The coroner having received inform- 
ation of the circumstances in which the woman came to her death, proceeded to 
hold an inquest upon the body, but none of the witnesses who appeared upon 
that occasion could identify the person who is now in Newgute as the person who 
Was present upon the occasion above-mentioned, as Cock was not produced be- 
fore the coroner, and the witnesses did not know what was the name of the 
person whom they saw in the company of the woman. In these circumstances 
the learned counsel submitted (that as the presence of the party was necessary in 
order to identify him, and to cuable the coroner and his jury to perform their 
functions legally and adequately in the matter of the inquest), the writ ought to 
issue in order to bring up the prisoner for the purpose of completing the inquiry. 
The learned counsel cited two or three cases in support of his motion, and 
referred to the statute relating to the duty of coroners, for the purpose of show- 
ing that it was absolutely incumbent upon that officer to cause a verdict to be 
found against the person who was stated by the evidence to be guilty of the 
offence, but who could not be identified for that purpose unless the present 
application were granted. Lord Denman observed that, supposing this court to 
possess the power alleged of bringing a prisoner from custody to be sent before 
another tribunal, in a case not already provided for by statute, yet his lordship 
considered that it was a power to be always exorcised with great consideration 
and discretion ; and as in the present case thera was evidence enough to satisfy 
the magistrates that the person in question ought to be committed to Newgate 
under the name of Daniel John Cock, upon a charge of murder, there seemed to 
be no good reason why the same witnesses may not give the same evidence 
before the coroner which they had previously given before the magistrate. Mr. 
Justice Patteson observed, that every purpose would be answered if the witnesses 
who had been before the magistrates would go before the coroner, and after 

tating all the other facts of the case, state, in addition, that the person who was 
ju thg company of the young woman at the public-house was the same person 
whom they saw in custody before the magistrate upoa the charge. At the con- 
clusiqgn gf Mr, Kelly's address, Lord Denman said, that he had the greatest 
respect for the coyrt of the coroner, and entertained the highest opinion of the 
services which le rendered in preserving the lives of her Majesty’s subjects ; but 
the power of which the exercise was requested upon the present occasion, even 
if it indubitably exis ed, ought tq be exercised with the greatest discretion, and 
with a cantious apprehension of the danger of taking a person out of custody to 
which he was committed upon the charge cf go gi eat an offence as that for which 
the party was confined upon the present occasion. If, howeyer, it should upon 
any oceasion appear that the coroner’s jury could not proceed with thejr inquiry 
in'a conclusive and satisfactory manner, this court would consider what it bad 
the power and was under the obligation of doing for the assistance of the inferior 
tribunal; but upon the statements which were made in support of the present 
application, it did not appear that there was any difficulty in the case. His lord- 
hlo having again alluded in a general way to the facts which we have already 
mentioned, concluded by observing, that as there appeared to be an entire ab- 
sence of that absolute necessity which alone could be a justification of granting 
the rule, the court would decline to interfere. The other judges concurred in 
the opinior. of his lordship, and the rule was, therefore, refused,

MARLBOROUGA STRERT.— THE LATE ACCIDENT TO THE DUKE OF WELLINGTON. 
It will be recollected that on Saturday week Henry Wood, the driver of a car. 
rier's cart, was fined 42, by Mr. Hardwick, for furious driving, whereby he endan- 
gered the life of his Grace the Duke of Wellington, A few days after this pro- 
ceeding a letter appeared in the papers, signed “ Truth,” in which the writer 
asserted that the fine had been paid by his Grate, and that the offender had, in 
consequence, been liberated, A day or two ago Wood came to this court to ask 
Mr. Hardwick whether any money had been left for him at this court by the 
Duke of Wellington, as he presumed that such had been the case, and having 
become known, had induced the writer of the letter signed “ Truth ” to send his 
communication to the papers. Mr. Hardwick said he had received no money 
from his Grace for such a jrpose, nor did he think it would be a very proper act 
on the part of his Grace, whose life had been placed in jeopardy by the defendant's 
want of care in driving, and who had come forward to make hiscomplaiut artly 
on public grounds. Wood said he considered the fine was heavy when his cir- 
cumstances were taken into consideration, He, however, through the assistance 
of a relation, whom he was obliged *o pa again had raised the money, and he 
had liberated himself. Mr. Hardwick ld he had received a post o ice order 
for 12., and half a sovereign from anonymous contributors, to go towards payment 
of the fine, which he should direct to be paid cver to Wood. The chief usher, 
peeled handed the money to Wood, who gave a receipt, and then Jeft the 
BEGGING-LETTER Impostor.—John Barnett, a young Irishman, with a patch 
over his eye, was charged by the Mendicity society with being a common beg- 
ging-petition impostor, and with having atiempiza to defraud many of the 
nobility and gentry by means of fictitious claims to sym athy The Mendicit 
Society's officers have been for some time on the lookin fer the defendant but 
it was through the instrumentality of General Upton that he was at last cap- 
tured. General Upton, it appeared, called at the Vine Street station-house and 
exhibited to Inspector Aggs a certain letter and petition, the one purporting to 
come from the Kev. Edward Palmer, and the other from the churchwardens of 
Kennington, containing a powerful recommendation on behalf of a widow, both 
of which documents it had been ascertained were forgeries. Inspector Aggs sent

This truly regal meeting commenced on Tuesday, with a programme that has never 
been approached, and, thanks to the unceasing and well-directed exertions of the Master 
of the Buckhounds, was sustained with unabated attraction to its close, The grand fea- 
ture of the week, however, was “ ‘The Emperor's Cup,” the first of a series of magnificent 
prizes presented by the * Emperor of all the Russias,” in commemoration, of his visit to 
this country, in 1844, for the encouragement of a sport of which, as tending to promote 
and improve the breed of the racehorse, his Majesty is known to be an ardent admirer. 
It was the express desire of the Emperor that his gift should be for the “best horsc'—+. e. 
that the conditions should be weight for age, and free from the allowances, and penalties 
that have converted most of the principal races into handicaps, for which, in order to give 
moderate and bad animals a chance, it is necessary to impose such enormous weights on 
horses of repute as to prevent their running with any reasonable prospect of success. Tn 
fact, the Queen's Plates, the Ascot, Doncaster, and two or three other Cups, are now the 
only prizes of any value left open for good horses to contend for. His Majest 's wish was 
complied with strictly : the weights of the old Ascot Cup were adoyted, and * The Em- 
peror's Cup ” will in future assume the character of a champion trophy for the best horse 
of the year. It is creditable to the supporters of the turf that the nominations for it com- 

rised nearly all the crack horses of the day, and equally so to the stewards that the sub- 

ect selected for the prize was so peculiarly appropriate ; its execution is a splendid in- 
stance of the perfection to which the art of modelling has attained in this country. 

Our commendations must not be restricted to the sport, Various alterations have been 
suggested by the Earl of Rosslyn since the last races, and effectively carricd out by Mr. 
Hibburd. Not the least noticeable is the enclosure of a large space in front of the royal 
and weighing stands, for the purpose of saddling, &c. It is objected to by the trainers, 
and with some reason, as not being sufficiently extensive ; but to counterbalance this de- 
fect, it prevents the annoyance that her Majesty has hitherto suffered from the constant 
assemblage of a noisy mob immediately under the window of the royal stand, and, be- 
sides, enables the company to enjoy the promenade on the course for at least ten minutes 
longer than under the old arrangement. Several minor alterations have been completed, 
all tending to increase the accommodation of those having. business to transact. The 
“fitting up” of the course is pretty much as of old, with this difference, that nothing in 
the shape of a gaming-booth was visible ; divers attempts were made by some of the 
“small fry” to carry on the war in the outskirts of the course, but, in almost every in- 
stance, were frustrated by the police, who were not less successful in their endeavours to 
relieve the company from those pests of the race-course—the dist sellers. 

Under such favourable cireumstances, and with the most delightfuk weather imagin- 
able, did the meeting commence : and it is our gratifying duty to add, that, malgre the 
rumours to the contrary, it was graced by the presence of the Queen and her illustrious 
guests. ‘The Trial Stakes—invariably the introductory race here and clsewhere—was 
timed for half-past one ; shortly before this the royal carriages, seven in number, ap- 

ared on the new mile, and proceeded at a slow trot to the royal stand, headed as usual 

y the Master of the Buckhounds, the royal huntsman, and several outriders, Lord 
George Lennox and Colonel Grey attending on horscback. In the first carriage were the 
Queen, the Prince Consort, and their Royal Highnesses the Duke and Duchess de Ne- 
mours, In the second, the Prince of Leiningen, the Duchess of Buccleuch, Count de St. 
Aulaire, and the Muster of the Horse, the Earl of Jersey. In the third, the Duchess of 
Bedford, the Earl of Aberdeen, and the lady in waiting on the Duchess de Nemours. In 
the fourth, Lady Delawarr, Lady Mary West, the lord in waiting on the Queen, and the 
Duke de Nemours’ gentlemen.

It is almost superfluous to add that her Majesty's reception was'enthusiastic in the 
extreme, a waving of hats and handkerchiefs from every stand ‘and carriage on the

“THE MARTYR’S LEVEE.” 

The celebration of the anniversary of the incarceration of Mr. O'Connell af- 
fords us a striking subject for illustration this week. “ The demonstration of the 
3.h of May (says an Irish correspondent) was the most effective ever witnessed in 
Dublin. Asa pageant, it beat the celebrated Donnybrook meeting of 1843 all to 
nothiug; and as a display of physical force, that is to say, as a congregation of human 
beings, it far surpassed the Tara meeting of the same year. The Young Ireland 
PAN FUND whose auspices, at all events at whose suggestion, ‘ the national 

vee’ was held—are great masters of effect, and it is only doing them justice to 
say, that if they taxed all their ingenuity ‘to render the anniversary worthy of 
the men and the occasion,’ they succeeded admirably. The procession through 
the streets of the metropolis might be considered as a ‘ monster meeting far sur- 
pene sny of those assemblages which preceded the state trials. The trades of 

Jublin, with the rural population for twenty miles around, marched fn that pros 
cession, with flags and music, and with all the order and precision of well-drilled 
troops. There could not have been less than a quarter of a million of personsin 
the streets, but not a single accident Gecuryed: There was not the slightest 
breach of the peace, and yet neither soldier nor mounted policeman apprared, 
But the proceedings at the levee in the Rotunda formed the most remarkabie 
portion of the manifestation. ‘There the deputations from the bbl cities 
and towns of the provinces, headed by the mayors and other members of the mu» 
nicipalities, attended to deliver their addresses to Mr. O'Connell, congratulating 
him upon his victory, hailing him as the chosen leader of the people, and calling 
upon him to pursue his agitation for repeal, which had already forced conces- 
sions, but which no extent of concession short of local legislation could put down 
The deputations there assembled afforded decided evidence of the vast improve- 
ment amongst the middle classes produced by education during the last Nebel 
years. They have improved in education, in wealth, in intelligence; but it is 
manifest that discontent with the present system of British rule in Ireland has 
increased with at least equal steadiness. The assemblage in the Rotunda was a 
* monster meeting’ of the middie classes of Ireland, represented by deputations, 
and they adopted and signed a declaration, pledging themselves in terms the mast 
emphatic, to seek unceasingly for a repeal of the legislative union, without any 
possible drawback or qualification.” 

THE LEVEE AT THE ROTONDA. 

The walls of the room were nearly covered with banners and flags, bearing 
significant inscriptions, such as “ Remember the 30th of May y” “ Repeal cannot 
be put down by Force; ”“ Grattan, Flood ;” * Denman, Cottenham {and Camp- 
bell;” “ Union is Strength ;” ** Charlemont and Grattan ;"" ** Catholic, Pro- 
testant, and Presbyterian ;” * Temperance, Perseverance, Peace, and Unter ;™ 
“932, and No Surrender,” £c.£c. ‘The Pillar Room, which adjoins the Round 
Room, was appropriated to the reception of the members of the various deputa- 
tions, and the '82 Club. There were about 100 members of the club present, in 
uniform, and a great number of metropolitan and provincial town councillors 
and town commissioners in their official costumes. 

Soon after twelve o'clock a meeting of the club was called, Maurice O'Connell, 
M.P., in the chair. 

Mr. Smith O'Brien then addressed the meeting, and said: — Sir, I have been 
appointed to request the meeting to take this opportunity of placing upon record 
a declaration of the determination of this great nation to assert its right to self.

cing convinced that good gove:nment and wise legislation can be permanently 
secured to the Irish people only through the instrumentality of an Irish legise 
lature, do hereby solemnly pledge ourselves to our country, and to each other, 
that we wi l never desist from seeking the repeal of the legislative union with 
England, by all peaceable, moral, and constitutional means, until a Parliament be 
restored to Ireland.” 

Mr. Grattan seconded the adoption of the address, of which the following is a 


copy :— 
A irastrious Sir, — Distinguished Patriot, — We, the members of the '82 Club, 
offer you our respect and congratulation- ‘rhe occasion befits you and us. We 
are associated for Irish liberty, under a name derived from its most constitut'onal 
era, and this the anniversary of your unconstitutional imprisonment, for attempt. 
ing peacefully to restore the rights gained at that era. Ireland resented your 
imprisonment as an audacious Wrong — Europe stigmatised it as oppressive —the 
law erased it as illegal. It was the temporary triumph of craft and force. You 
had preached order under misrule—you had preserved peace under sufferings 
now confessed to be unequalled. You had sought, by the action of opinion, the 
restoration of ancient liberties, and the relief of countless woes, and for this you 
were sent to prison. Fortunately the people remembered your lessons, or you 
must have been released by a speedier process than the Queen's writ; but that 
justice, which was delayed long enough to prove your oppressors unrelenting, 
came at length, and you left your prison in triumph, to resume that vigorous wd 
legal agitation for which you had been oppressed, That you may speedily end 
that agitation, is our best wish for you an for Ireland, as we know that, come 
what may cf force or fraud, you will not end it but in the restoration of an Irish 
Parliament as independent as that of the era whose name me ar 
At half-past twelve o'clock Mr. O'Connell arrived att ja one a, and was re- 
ceived by the crowd assembled at the entrance gate with loudc heers and cries of 
“ Long lite to your Irish Majesty.”

The address of the Repeal Association was next read 
by Mr. S. O'Brien. Mr. H. Grattan, and a numerous deputation, presented the 
address of the ’82 Club. Addresses were then presented by the mayors and cor- 
rations of Limerick, Waterford, Kilkenny, Clonmel, Sligo, and Drogheda ; 
From the town-commissioners of Galway and Cashel; from the inhabitants of 
the town and neighbourhood of Claremorris, Tuam, Wexford, and Ennis; from 
the town-commissioncrs of Callan, Kells, &c. There were in ail about sixty 
in attendance. 
ce e tation of the addresses did not termina'e until three o'clock. 

Mr. O'Connell came forward to the front of the platform (accompanied by the 
other traversers in the late state prosecutions) to address the assemblage, and was 
received with loud cheers. His speech was a long review of the late state trial, 
and the subsequent proceedings in the House of Lords in reference to it, He 
told the meting how the judges admitted that one monster meeting did not con- 
stitute the crime of conspiracy, but that forty-one monster meetings did form 
that crime, and the jury returned a verdict confirming that monstrous proposi- 
tion. About half-past four o'clock, the addresses having all been received and 
replied to, the martyrs reascended the carriage, the bands struck up See the 
conquering hero comes,” and the procession set off for the Liberator’s house in 
Merrion Square. It was at this time nearly five o'clock, and the scene along the 
line of march was particalarly imposing, not mercly from the immense masses of 
the people congregated togethe-, but from the faultless regularity and decorum 
of the organised tens of thousands forming the procession. The orders to “halt 
and “forward” were given by the city m«rshal, Mr. ‘Thomas Reynolds, and Mr. 
Thomas Steele respectively, and were as implicity obeyed and with as much pre- 
cision by the myriads under their command. as though they had undergone a 
twelve months’ drill in the Phoenix Park, The cortege reached its final destin- 
ation in Merrion Square about hulf-past five 0 clock, when Mr. O'Connell 
alighted from his carriage, entered his house, and addressed the assembly from 
the balcony. At half.past five o'clock the crowd withdrew, and before six o'clock 
the square was comparatively tranquil. During the evening several ot the 
repeal and temperance bands walked about the city, playing various airs, and 
followed by numbers of children shouting for O Connell and Repeal.

"CON 'S PROGRESS TO THE SOUTH.—THE CORK 
A “ MONSTER DEMONSTRATION.” 


The following kapro particulars of Mr, O'Connell's progress are supplied by 
“ Freenan’s Journal: ”— 

e avec Tha progress of the Liberator to this pl:ce has been a continued 
scene of triumph. You are aware that, accompanied by Mr. Maurice O0'Counell, 
M.V., Mr. Steele, Captain Broderick, and Mr. J. Primrose, ex-justice of the 
peace, he procerded to Carlow on Friday evening, and having halt-d for the 
night, renewed the journey on Saturday morning. The hour of arrival at Kil- 
kenny was ten o'clock, but long before that time every street and passage leading 
from the entrance of the town to the club house was densely thronged with 
thousands eager once again to testify their love and admiration for the individual, 
and to renew their assurance of indomitable perseverance in the cause of home 
and fatherland. ‘The Liberator, shortly after alighting fom his carriage was, 


waited on by the respected mayor, Dr. Cane, Alderman Maxwell, and other dis- - 


tinguished local leaders, who gave him a most gratifying account of the ouward 
progress of national sentiment in this city and county. 

“The reception at Calan, Clonmel, Cloghe:n, and various smaller towns 
along the route was equally enthusiastic, and notwithstanding the extreme wet- 
ness of the day, the people, whose patriotism is proof against cold water, con- 
tinued to stand in the open street with a perseverance quite wonderful, consider- 
ing that there was but a momentary glance to Le obtained of him in whom their 
hopes of national regeneration are fixed. But the cheer which accompanied 
that glance presented in itself a history of the times which our rulers would do 
m hiesa imss iratióna of attachment.to the Liberator were not confined to 
towns and villages alone. In various rural districts the same enthusiasm exhi- 
bited itself, and shouts of joy and gratulation met him as we l on his progress 
along the beauteous valley of the Suir, as through the comparatively dreary

“ Sunday morning, eight o’clock.—Every other idea is absorbed in anticipation 
of the approaching triumph, and in preparations to add to its magnificence. 
Groups are every succeeding moment crowding into the town ; some proceeding 
directly to Glanmire, where the triumphal car and the procession of trades are 
to meet the Libera‘or, and others waiting to accompany the carriage from the 
piacon ven o'clock.—The Liberator has just returned from mass, and is now pre- 
paring to start. Each moment the crowds grew larger, and the enthusiasin of 
the people acquires a new power with every accession of numbers. It is impos- 
sible adequately to describe the scene that now presents itself. ‘here is scarcely 
a chance of the procession arriving at Cork before six o'clock. 

“ Fermoy, Sunday morning. — The departure from Fermoy evoked another of 
those manifestations of popular joy to be heard and witnessed ¡only in Ireland, 
The day was beautifully fine, and, after clearing the suburbs, thousands on foot 
and hor-eb.ck might be seen coming across the country in every direction to the 
most favourable point of either joining the Liberator, or pouring upon him the 
over-charged gratitude of the Irish heart, in blessings eloquent as they were sin- 
cere, The town of Kathcormac, the scene of the memorable tithe alfray, was 
literally a forest of boughs. The strects were thronged with immense multi-

Jn passing Jater-grass-bill the same enthusiasm cont nued here to influence the 
multitude, From this place progress was more or, less retarded in consequence 
pf the crowds which continued to pour into the main road from every point; but 
the saene that presented itself on arriving in the beautiful gien of Kiverstown 
eurpasses al} description, The Corporation of Cork, in their municipal robes, 
yarigus members of the '22 Club in uniform, with countless private carriages and 
other yehic)es, were ranged on one side, in order to give the Liberator an oppor- 
tunity of passing on the triumphal car, and the shout of joy with which he was 
welcomed on arrival was far and away the loudest and most prolonged 1 have 
ever heard. The triumphal car —a beautiful specimen of native taste and work- 
manship — was drawn up at the cross of Kiverstown. The trades of Cork, the 
benevolent societies, and others, together with the deputations from several towns 
and villages in the county, were ranged in the order of procession on the Upper 
Glanmire-road, wheuce there runs a road transversely to the point where the 
triumphal car stood, and the Liberator having taken his place amidst a fresh 
outburst of feeling, they commenced moving, each body as it filed past saluting 
him with cheers and other demonstrations of affection and regard. The banners 
were more numerous, and certainly more gorgeous and magniticent, than those 
used at any previous meeting. Besides these, models and specimens of the 
respective sorts ef handicraft were carried with each trade; but perhaps one of 
the most extraordinary features of the entire scene was the appearance of a live 
ox, in excellent condition, carried on a platform, in front of the body of 
victuallers. A printing-press, in full work, was also carried in front of the body 
of letter-press-printers, and copies of a poetical address to the Liberator were 
struck off with wonderful speed, and scattered among the crowd. Some idea may 
be formed of the extent of the procession when l assure you, that on the Libe- 
rator's arrival, at a quarter before 1 o'clock, the trades commenced to move past, 
that they so continued followed hy the myriads of people, without the slightest 
cessation, and that it was only at half-past four the triumphal car was at liberty to 
ke rocession in motion through Glanmire, and along the Glanmire road 
into Cork, was one continued scene of grandeur and magnificence ; the * castled 
crags,’ overhanging the way at one side, crowded with thousands who gave vent 
to their feelings in shouts loud and continuous. The nearer the procession 
approached to Cork the more imposing the scene became —scarcely anything 
was to be seen but human beings. The housetops, ba!conies, windows — every 
place iu which standing room could be procured, had its occupant, and from 
every occupant there came an exuberant outpouring of heart homage to the 
nation’s benetactor. As I have before observed, no form of expression — not 

ven the most seemingly exaggerated — could convey a just imoression of the 
> ne. Those who witnessed the processions in Dublin on the 30th of May may 
form some idea of the extent and spleadour of the present spectacle, when they 
are informed, in all candour, that it comparatively dwindles in comparison.

BRIAN BORU AT THE BATTLE OF CLONTARF. 

Not a word need be said to our Irish readers to prove the interest 
of the subject we have chosen for illustration, It dis lays the aged 
Irish monarch engaged in mortal conflict with the Danish invaders 
of his country at Clontarf. Thomas Moore shall tell the story: — 


Having arranged his order of battle, the veteran monarch went himself among 
the troops, accompanied only by his son Morrough; and, addressing them all, 
from the highest to the lowest, conjured them to summon up their utmost 
strength against the base confederacy of pirates now before them. Fearing lest 
their confidence in their own good fortune might be diminished, by missing from 
among them so Many of those brave Daleassians who stood, in all emergencies, 
the brunt of the conilict, he explained to them the importance of the service ou 
which that active corps had been detached, and the salutary effects it would pro- 
duce in weakening and diverting the enemy’s force. Then, reverting to the 
crimes and enormities of the Danes throughout the long period of their tyranny 
over Ireland, he reminded them how constantly and cruel.y these swarms of 
foreign barbarians had employed themselves in murdering the native kings aud 
chieftains, in spreading conflagration through all their castles and holy houses,

On Monday jast, the public were surprised by the appearance in the “ Times” 
of the following letter from Sir James South, announcing the presence in the 
northern heavens of what the editor justly styled a “ magnificent comet :"— 


“ Sir,—Last evening, at a few minutes after cleven o'clock, Mr, Joshua Jeays, 
of Green Street, Marlborough Road, Chelsea, called here to inform me that he 
had discovered a comet. ; 

Bs With my five feet equatorial I observei, at thirty-one minutes after eleven 
o'clock, its approximate right ascension about 5 hours 18 minutes, and its north 
declination about 45 degrees 21 minutes.

The illustrious visitor had, however, been seen by a number of persons in the 
west of e a for several days previously; and at half-past ten o'clock on 
Sunday Light, the weather being favourable, it was seen from the Observatory at 
Greenwich, 

On Monday night, the sky being beautifally clear, it was distinetly visiblo. and 
formed an object of striking and solemn beauty. It was then seen to occupy a 
place several degrees west of its position on Sunday night, having passed from 
the immediate neighbourhood of the “ flaring star” Capella, to within a short 
distance of 2 Auriga. Tuesday night was unfavourable for observation, but on 
Wednesday night it was found to have passed slightly upwards to a position con- 
siderably to the west of 8 Auriga. Its course is conseqhently conjectured to be 
from the pole, and its velocity to be very great. Beyond this, little is known ot 
it. A series of accurate observations have been taken by our great olservers 
but we have not in any case heard of their reduction; and until that is done, it 
is impossible to predicate its path with even ordinary accuracy, or to say if it be 
new to the records of human ty. 

Our drawings exhibit, first; a view of it from Blackheath, at eleven o'clock 
Monday night; and, second, a telescopic view, showing the nucleus and its 
finely and regularly-formed tail, which sweeps Over an extent of five or six 
degrees, and. melts into the general darkness by the most delicate gradations 
The figure is, of course, reversed from the natural appearance of the comet, 
whose tail sweeps upwards with a slight inclination to the east, :

Grand Lodge having been brought to 
a close, the members of the lodge 
repaired to the house of Mr. Richards, 
where the procession was formed. A 
body of police preceded the Right 
Worshipful the Mayor of Bristol, 
R. J. P. King, Esq., in his robes of 
office; the High Sheriff, John Har- 
ding, Esq. ; the members of the town 
council; Colonel Lord John Somer- 
set, inspecting field officer of the 
district, and staff; and the officers of 
the 75th regmt. Next came another 
body of police, band of the 75th re- 
pinent and the workmen employed 
n the building. The remainder of 
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the procession consisted of the Pro. 
vincial Grand Lodge and the several 
lodges of Bristol, with the Silurian 
Lodge of Newport, various of whom 
wore the usual insignia. 

Arrived within the enclosure, the 
mayor and town council proceeded to 
a platform prepared for their recep. 
tion, and the workmen and band 
severally filed off. The brethren 
then proceeded (the band of the 75th 
regiment playing a march) three times 
round the stone, and then 
to the right and left, facing inwards. 
The R.W.D.P.G.M., accompanied b 
Brother Major Selwyn, and the gran: 
officers immediately engaged in the 
ceremony, was then conducted by the 
grand director of ceremonies, Dr. 
Fairbrother, down the line to the 
spot where the stone was prepared; 
the band played the national anthe 
and the rest of the brethren forme 
in a large circle round the stone. 
The provincial grand chaplain, Rev. 
Caddel Holder, then delivered an ap- 
propriate prayer, after which the 
secretary, Brother Thos. D. King, 
read the inscription on the plate to 
be deposited in the stone; and the 
remaining ceremonies on such otca» 
sions having been gone through, the 
proceedings terminated. 

¿The extensive barracks, the laying 
the foundation-stone of which we have 
now recorded, will cover nearly twelve 
acres of land; the boundary walls are 
3000 feet in extent. There will be 
accommodation for four companies of 
infantry and two troops of cavalry; 
and as Bristol will now be the head» 
quarters for the district, there will 
be corresponding mess-rooms, &c., for 
the staff. 
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
